berafy cntcrtiuiicd and Implied l>y noinc 
men.' This ;» evident to them: "VYoman'3 
insl^niiicaucc, LB coinijarcd to man, is evi- 
dent to them, bocauso Adam was flrst cre- 
ated am! then Eve. They don't rood the 
whole story or they would tlnd that tho 
porpoise ;uid Ihe bear and tho hawk were 
created before Adam, so that this arj^umcnt 
drawn from priority of creation mi^ht 
prove that tbe slinop and the dop; were 
greater than man. No! Womuii was an in- 
dopcr.donc creation, and was Intended, If 
she cliose, to live alone, to walk alone, act 
alone, think alone aud ilfrht her battles 
alone. Tho Bible says it is not ;;ood for man 
to be alone, bub never says It Is not Rood 
1'or woniuu to be alone; and tho filmplo 
Sact i.s ihnt some womeu who arc harnessed 
for life in tho marrl.iec relation would be a 
thousandfold better oil it they were alono. 
God makes no mistake, and tho fact that 
there ia such a lar^o majority of women in 
this land proves that He intended that 
multitudes of Ibcrr. should KO alone. 


Who are theso mciuwho year after j'oar 


hang; around hotels and enjriac houses and 
theater doors and come in and out to bother 
busy clerks and merchants and mechanic?, 
doing nothing even whoa there Is plenty to 
do? 
They are men supported by their 


wives anil mothers. If the statistics of any 
of. onr chics could bo taken on this subject 
you would lind that a vast multitude of 
women not lonly support themselves but 
muBculincs. A great legion of men amount 
to nothing, and a womuu by marriage man- 
acled to one of those nonentities needs con- 
dolence. 
A wo:nau standing outside tho 


marriage relation is suvornl hundred tiou- 
pnnd times better off than a woman badly 
marrlod. Many n bride, inscead of a wroath 
of oruns'O blossom?, miijht more properly 
wear a bunch of nettles and nightshade, 
and instead of the Wedding March a more 
appropriate tune would be the Dead March 
In San), and iustc.-d of a banquet of con- 
fectionary und ices there might bo more 
appropriately spread a itablo covered with 
apples of Sodom, which are outside fair and 
inaldc ashes. 


Many an attractive woman of good sound 


sense In other tilings has married ono of 
these men to reform him. 
What was the 


result? Like whon a dove noticing that a 
vulture was rapucions and cruel sot about 
to reform it aud said: "I have a mild dis- 
position, and I like peace, and was brought 
up in the quiet of a dove-cote, and I will 
bring the vulture to'the same liking by 
marrying liim." So one day after tlio vul- 
ture had doctored he would (jive up hia 
carnivorous habits and oease longing lor 
blood ot ilocU a'.id herd, at nn altar of rock 
covered \vlDh moss and lichen, the twain 
were married, a bald headed englo omciat- 
ing, tho vult:'.i\! saying: "With oil my do- 
iniuion of onrtli and sl;y I thco endow, and 
promise to love and cherish till death do us 
part."

demonium. 


Besides all tliin, hi our country- about 


1,000,000 men were sacrificed in our civil 
war, and that decreed a million woraon to 
celibac.v. Besides that., since the war, EOV- 
cral armies of men as large as tho Federal 
and Confederate armies put together have 
fallen under malt liquors acd distilled spir- 
its so full of poisoned ingredients that 
the work was do:v! more rapidly, and tho 
victims fell while yet yuiiiijj. And it 50,- 
OUO men 313 
destroyed every yoar by 


strong drink before mcu'ringc, that makes 
in the twenty-throe years sine: ths wai1 
1,500,000 niim slain, and decrees 1,100,- 
000 to celibacy. Taku tiiun the fact that 
so many women arc unhappy lu theli 
marriage, and I ha fact that tbe slaughter 
of-.lOU.OOOimiii by war and rum com- 
bined decides that at lesis:; that number o: 
women ti!m!l be uiintliaucuil t'or lite, my text 
comes in with a cheer and potency and 
appropriateness that I never saw in it be- 
fore when ic says: " Every wise woman 
bulldeti her house," that is,Jet woman 


ho' her own ^architect, lay out Her own 
plan, bo her own supervisor, achieve her 
own destiny. 


Jn addressing these women who will have 


to light the battle of life alone, I congratu- 
late you on yonr happy escape. Ecjolce 
forever that you will not have to navigate 
the faults of the other sex, when you have 
faults enough of your own. Think of the 
bereavements you avoid, of tbe risk of un 
assimilated temper which you will not have 
to run, of the cares you will never have to 
carry, and of the opportunity ot outside 
usefulneso from which marital life would 
have partially debarred you, and that you 
are free to go and come as one who bas the 
responaibilitles of a household can seldom 
be. God has not given you a hard lot as 
compared with yov.r sisters. 
When young 


women shall make up their mindii at tte 
start that masculine companionship is not a 
necessity In order to happiness, and that 
there Is a strong probability that they will 
Have to light the battle of life alone, they 
will be getting the timber ready for their 
own fortune, and their saw and axe and 
plane sharpened for its construction, since 
"every wise woman bultdeth her house.'1 


As no boy ought to be brought up with- 


out learning pome business at which ho 
could cum a livelihood, so no girl ought to 
be brought up without learning1 the science 
of self-support The difficulty ia that many 
a family goes sailing on tbo high tides of 
success, and the husband and father de- 
pends on his own health and acumen for 
the welfare of his household, but one day 
he gets his feet wot, and in three days pneu- 
monia has closed his life, and tbe daugh- 
ters are turned out on a cold worid to earn 
bread, and there is nothing practical that 
they can do. The friends of the family 
come in and hold consultation, 


"Give rr.uslc lessons," sayy an oulsldor. 


1'ep, that Is a useful calling; und it' yr.i have 
great genius for It go on In that direction. 
But there are enough music teachers now 
starving to death in all our towsin and cities 
to occupy all the piano stools and aofas and 
chairs and front doorstops of the city. Bo- 


lides that, the daughter has been playing 
only for amusement and is only at tho foot 
of tho ladder, to tho top of which a great 
multitude of musters on piano and harp 
and llute and orpan have climbed. 


"Put the bereft daughters as Baleswomcc 


In stores." saya another adviser. But there 
they must compete with salesmen ol' long 
experience or \\'ILh men who have served 
an apprenticeship in commuroe, and who 
began us stop boys ot ten years of ago. 
Some klnd-hearled ilry-gcoiis man having 
kr.owr. the futhur, now gone, s:i;*s: "We 
are not in need of any more help j Jst now, 
but send your daughters to my sloro, ancl 1 
will do as well by them as possible." Very 
soon the question comes up: Wily do not 
the female employes of th>:t esSal;I!slimcnl 
got as much wagon as the malo employes':1 
For tho pimple reason In many cases this 
females wore suddenly Hung by misfortune 
behind that counter, wlilln the malex have 
from the day they left the public school 
been learning the business. 


How Is this evil to be cured? S:art clear 


back in tho homestead and teach your 
daughters that life Is an earnest thing, nnd 
that thero la a possibility, if not a strong 
probability, that they will have to fight the 
battle of life alone. Lnt every father and 
mother say to their daughters: LNow, what 
would you do for n livelihood IE what I now 
own were swept away by linancla'. disaster, 
or old age or death nhould crid my career';" 


" Well, I could paint on pottery and do 


suoh decorative work." Yes, that is beauti- 
ful, and if you have genius for it go on in 
that direction. But there are enough busy 
at that now to make a line of hardware 
from here to the Easo river and acrofls the 
bridge. 


" Well, I could make recitations lu pub- 


lic and earn my living as .1 dramatist'. I 
could render 'King Lear' or 'Macbeth' till 
yonr hair would rise on end, or give you 
'Sheridan's Ride' or Dickens' 'Pickwick."1 


Y.eB, that Is a beautiful art, but ever and 
anon, as now, there is au epidemic ol 
dramatization Jtbat makes hundreds ol 
households nervous with the cries and 
Bhrlcks and groans of young tragedians 
dying in the lllth act, and the trouble is 
that while your friends would like to hear 
you, 
and really think that you could sur- 


p:lfls Klstorl and Charlotte Cu.shmun, and 
Fannie Komblo of tho pr.st, to say nothing 
of tho present, you could not, in tho way 
of living. In ten'ycars earn ten cents. 


My advice to all girls and all unmarried 


woniun, whether in nlllucnt homes or lo 
homes whoro most stringent economies nre 
grinding, to loom to do eome kind of worli 
that the world must have while the world 
stands. 
I am glad to see a marvelous 


change for tho better, and that women have 
found out that there arc hundreds of practi- 
cal things tout a woman can do for a living 
if sho begin soon enough, and that men 
have been compelled to admit it. Yon and 
I can reracmbor when tho majority of occu- 
pations wore thought inappropriate for 
women, but ov.r civil war cam-.1 and tho 
hosts of men wont forth from North and 
South, and to condnct tbe business of our 
citlcfi during tho patriotic absccnco, women 
were demanded by lens of thousands to 
take the vacant place.', nnd multitudes of 
women who had hitherto been supported by 
fathers and brothoB and sons were com- 
pelled from that time to take core of them- 
selves. From that time a migbty chango 
took place, favorable to fcma'.o employ- 
ment. 


Among the occupations appropriate for 


women I place tho following, into many of 
which she has already entered, and all tho 
others sho will enter. 


Stenography, and you may find her at 


nearly all the roportorial stands In our edu- 
cational, political and religious meetings. 


Savings banks, the work clean and hon- 


orable, and who so great a right to toil 
there, for a woman founded the first sav- 
ings bank, Mrs. Prlscllln Wakeilold? 


Copyists, and there is hardly a profes- 


sional man that does not need tho service- o! 
her penmanship, and, as amanuensis, many 
of the greatest books of our day huvc been 
dictated for hor writing. 


There they aro as florists and confec- 


tioners and music teachers and stationers 
and book-keepers for which 
they aro 


specially qualllied by patience and ac- 
curacy; and wood engraving, in which tbo 
Cooper Institute has turned outso many 
quaililed; and telegraphy, for which she Is 
specially prepared, as thousands 
of the 


.elegraphic 
offices 
would testify. Pho- 


tography, and In nearly all our esbablish- 
incnts they may be foiled there at cheerful 
work. As workers in Ivory and gutta percha 
and guru elastic and tortoise sheil and gild- 
ing and in chemicals, in porcelain, in terra 
ootta, in oniDroldery..

Hut I have seen Eor.iethlng compared with 
which that scene was bright and songful 
It was a youn^ woman who had been oil 
her days amkl wealthy surroundings by the 
vlalt ot death and bankruptcy to the house- 
hold turned o;:t on a cold world without 
one loBson about how to get food or shelter, 
and into the awful whirlpool of city lifu 
where strong ships have gone down, and 
for twenty years not one word has been 
heard from her. Vessels last week went out 
on tbe Atlantic ocean looking for a ship- 
wrecked cral't thai was left alone and for- 
Biikeii on the sea a few weeks ago with the 
idea ot bringing it into port. But who 
shall ever 'jrii'.y again into the harbor ol 
peace and hope aud Heaven that lost worn. I 
anly iuinioruil, driven in what tempest, , 
alla'mo in what conliogration, sinking into 
what abyss! 0 God, help, O Christ, rescue I 


My sisters, give not your time to leaininR 


fancy work which tlie world may dlspensa 
with wiien hard rimes come, liut connect 
your skill with the indlspcnflables ol life. 
The world will always want something to 
wear aud something to eat and shelter and 
fuel for the body, and knowledge for thu 
mind, and religion for the soul. And oil 
these things will continue to bo tbe neces- 
saries, and 11' you fasten your energies upon t 
occupations and professions thus related the | 
world will l"i unable to do without you. i 
Hemembcr that in proportion as you arc 1 
skillful iu any tiling yoi'.r rivalries become I 
less, i'or unskilled toll, women by the mill.'

Bui yon may rise to where there ore 


only a thousand; ami utlll higher till there 
are only a hundred; and still higher till 
there arc only ten; and still higher in some 
particular department till there is only a 
1111:1, and that yourself. 
For awhile you 


may keep wages* aud n place through tilt 
kindiy sympathies ot an employer, but yon 
will evontr.nlly cot no moro compensation 
than yon can make yourself worth. 


Lot me sny to all women who iavo al- 


ready entered upon tlm battle ot life that 
the time Is coming when women shall not 
only got as much salary and wages as mea 
get, but J'or certain styles of cmploymonl 
women will bave higher salaries and more 
wages for tbo reason that for some styles 
of work they have more adaptation. But 
this justice will como to women, not 
through any sentiment of gallantry, tiot be- 
cause woman is physically weaker than 
inan and therefore- ought to have mor*j 
consideration shown 
her, but 
because 


through her liner natural tasto and more 
grace ot manner, and quicker perception 
and more delicate touch and more educated 
adroitness she w.ll, in certain, callings, IM 
to her employer worth ton per cent. mor<3 
or twenty per cent, more than tho other sex. 
Sbe will not get It by asking- for it, bnt by 
earning It, and it saoll be hers by lawfu] 
conquest 


But God will arrange all, and all wo hava 


to do is to do our best and trust Him foi 
the rest L'jt mo cheer all women fighting 
tho batUe of life alone with tho fact that 
thousands of women have in that way 
won tho day.

Leo me also say for tho encouragement ol 


all women lighting tho hattlo of life alone, 
that their contiict will toon end. There in 
one word written over the faces of many of 
thera, and that word i3 Despair. My sister, 
you need appeal to that Christ who com- 
forted the sisters of Bethany in their do- 
mestic trouble, and who in His last hours 
forgot all the pangs of His own hands and 
feet and heart as lie looked Into the faco ol 
maternal anguish and called a friend's at- 
tention to it. in substance, saying; "John, 
I can not take care of her any longer.
